City councilor questions school cell phone bills

AGAWAM - Monday night, Feb. 7, City 
Councilor Joseph Mineo put to rest his issue 
over communication problems with school 
Superintendent Dr. Mary Czajkowski, but 
has raised concern about the issuance of cel- 
lular telephones for Agawam School District 
employees. 

Mineo sought to question a bill for cell 
phones, but was met with contention from 
Czajkowski over what she viewed as using 
the wrong channels to acquire information 
about the bill. 


The city auditor received a bill for cell 
phones for employees of the district in an 
amount Mineo believed was excessive. The 
expenditure was in excess of $10,000. 

Mineo chose to begin investigating the 
matter and started off by researching the 
Agawam School District budget for Fiscal 
Year 2011. According to a memorandum he 
sent to City Council President Donald 
Rheault, Mineo could not find the line item 
for cell phones. 

“Given the size and nature of this expen- 
diture, I am sure you can appreciate why it 
gave me pause,” said Mineo. 

He asked the city auditor to look into the 


bill because the auditor works under the 
direct supervision of the city council. 

“T think we can all agree that it would be 
neither necessary, nor appropriate, for any 
city councilor to have to request in writing 
the superintendent for information from our 
own auditor,” Mineo said. “I believe I fol- 
lowed the proper procedure in this situa- 
tion.” 

Mineo’s inquiry about the cell phone bill 
prompted Czajkowski to send a memoran- 
dum to city councilors requesting all 
inquiries to the school department be sub-

Sylvia

AGAWAM - Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Anthony Sylvia was 
lauded Monday night at the city council 
meeting as he ends his tenure with the 
Town of Agawam this week. 

Sylvia, who resigned from his position 
three weeks ago, said he will be going to 
work for Tighe & Bond, a large engineer- 
ing company that has worked for years in 
Massachusetts on various infrastructure 
projects. 

Sylvia said his relocation back to south- 
eastern Massachusetts will be ideal for 
him, as he will be much closer to his fami- 
ly. He said he is looking forward to contin- 
uing to do a similar job to that of his posi- 
tion in Agawam. 

The culmination of his position in 
Agawam comes at a precarious time, what 
with the tumultuous winter New England 
has faced this year - and it is not over yet. 

“Mother Nature won’t soon let me forget 
my time in Agawam,” joked Sylvia. 

When speaking to the city council at the 
end of its meeting, Sylvia said the good 
work of the town’s DPW will not stop 
despite his absence. 

“IT have had a great group of people to 
work with,” said Sylvia. “You can bet the 
good work is going to continue after I am 
gone. These people are very committed to 
the town of Agawam. My success is a 
credit to the people already working here.” 

Sylvia joined the town just a few years 
ago; he started in July 2009. His back- 
ground includes an extensive career work- 
ing in public works positions or as an engi- 
neer, which often work closely with public 
works officials on projects.

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Resolution takes aim 
at CPA language

AGAWAM - A movement to improve 
the Community Preservation Act funding 
to local cities and towns is being favored 
by members of the city council, specifi- 
cally Councilor George Bitzas, who sub- 
mitted a resolution in support of the 
movement. 

The Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) was enacted by the state 
Legislature in 2000, and allows communi- 
ties to assess up to a three percent sur- 
charge on property (with the first 
$100,000 in valuation exempted) for pur- 
poses of open space preservation, histori- 
cal preservation and affordable housing 
(minimum 10 percent for each) and some- 
times public recreation. State matching 
funds come from revenue raised from 
transactions at the Registry of Deeds. 

Originally, CPA funding was matched 
by the state at a rate of nearly 100 percent. 

“That amount has gone down progres- 
sively and now it is at about 20 percent,” 
said Bitzas. “This needs to change so the 
program can work more effectively. This 
is taxpayer money and it should be work- 
ing for them.” 

Locally, CPA money has been most 
responsible for restoration projects, 
preservation projects and some recreation- 
al projects including, most recently, con- 
verting the historic Smith House on North 
West Street to a museum. 

The Community Preservation 
Committee granted up to $300,000 in 
CPA funding for the Historical 
Association to restore the home and create 
a museum in the hopes that residents and 
student groups in the area would utilize it. 

According to the Association, the home 
was built by Thomas Smith on land origi- 
nally owned by Matthew Noble. Noble 
was one of the town’s earliest settlers to 
be given a land grant by William Pynchon 
in 1715. Untouched by modernization, the 
Georgian gambrel remains today as it did 


in the 1700s. It’s a remarkable feat and 
described as a virtual time capsule of the 
lifestyle of the 1700s. 

Because of its lack of modernization, 
the Historical Association has coined the 
house as a “museum of everyday life” as 
it still contains hardware and other materi- 
als from the 1700s and 1800s. 

But money continues to dwindle for 
these restoration projects and Bitzas has 
taken it upon himself to move Agawam in 
the direction of supporting House 
Resolution 474, which would bring the 
state match for CPA funding back up to 75 
percent, an aggressive number. 

Bitzas’ resolution also includes support- 
ing a section that would make more proj- 
ects eligible for CPA funding. 

Current CPA funding rules do not allow 
project funding for “existing assets” of the 
town. Projects eligible for funding include 
the purchase and restoration of properties 
not already in the possession of the town. 

That specific rule has left Agawam with 
a huge void, which Bitzas is targeting. 

“We have a track and tennis courts that 
are in huge need of maintenance and 
repairs,” said Bitzas. “We would like to 
install a new track around the football 
field but the schools are already an exist- 
ing property in town and we can’t use 
CPA funding.” 

Currently, Agawam hosts very few, if 
any, track meets throughout the year. 
Track teams have typically traveled for all 
their meets. 

“Tt’s embarrassing,” said Bitzas. 

The resolution Bitzas put forth would 
improve the language to lift those barriers 
and allow for the rehabilitation of existing 
outdoor parks and recreational facilities. 

Several city councilors signed their 
names to co-sponsor the resolution, which 
will be voted on at the next city council 
meeting. If passed, it would be sent to 
State Sen. James Welch, D-West 
Springfield, and State Rep. Nicholas 
Boldyga, R-Southwick, for their consider- 
ation.

ith record-breaking snowfalls in 
January and February not look- 
ing any better - everywhere you 


look there is snow, and lots of it. Even 
though this past weekend was milder, 
allowing for some meltage, there are still 
mounds of snow piled up across town. 

At the end of every street, on the corner 
of every intersection, at the entrance of 
every business driveway and residential 
driveway there are snow banks looking 
more like small mountains, causing severe 
blind spots for motorists. 

Lately it’s like a guessing game trying 
to pull out of some of the side streets and 
parking lots in town. “Will I make it?” and 
“T really hope no one is coming” are surely 
some of the thoughts that are crossing the 
minds of motorists as they pull out from 
behind the mini-mountains. Inching out to 
the streets in order to get a better look isn’t 
much safer either. By the time you clear 
the snow banks you are already halfway 
into the street. At that point the oncoming 
traffic needs to swerve to avoid you, right 
into the path of other cars. There have 
been some near misses for many people. It 
may be slightly easier to see over the 
banks piling up if you drive a sports utility 
vehicle, but in any sedan it’s dangerous to 
take a turn or pull out.

Notes from the Music Room

Apparently, 
donations were scarce because at one point, 
there was not enough money to pay the annu- 
al fee of $10 that the churches charged for the 
use of their halls. Fred Nardi not only paid 
that bill, but also continued to be a generous 
supporter of the club.

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AHS visiting artist program serves 
as springboard for former student 


After years of art classes and two years of 
National Art Honors, Lisa Hersey, a 2008 
graduate of Agawam High School, is contin- 
uing her education at Montserrat College of 
Art. 

“Beginning Lisa’s freshman year, it was 
evident that she had a true passion for the 
Visual Arts,” said AHS art teacher Amber J. 
Waters, co-advisor of art honors classes. “She 
has continually challenged herself to learn 
new media and techniques and continues to 
do so. Lisa was the kind of student who you 
love to have in class. Her enthusiasm is 
infectious and encourages constant explo- 
ration of art and its limitless possibilities.” 
Hersey was the recipient of AHS National 
Art Honors James Franco Memorial 
Scholarship. 

“In high school, when I had to begin think- 
ing of what I was going to do with my life, I 
had no idea. It wasn’t until sophomore year 
when I really began to consider pursuing 
art,” said Hersey. She said the art colleges 
that visited AHS throughout her years there 
had an impact on her interest. During her jun- 
ior year, a representative from Montserrat 
College of Art visited. 

“T instantly fell in love,” said Hersey. “I 
liked how small the school was and that I 


could get individual help from my teachers.” 

The first step to achieving her new goal 
was to create a portfolio. After picking 
through her artwork and deciding what to put 
in or take out, she went to as many portfolio 
days in the area as she could. Some went bet- 
ter than others, but all of the constructive crit- 
icism along the way helped her to perfect it. 
After hearing that Montserrat would be at a 
portfolio review at Greenfield Community 
College, Hersey decided to edit her portfolio 
once more and see what they thought. 

“IT was nervous to show them my work 
because of what they might say, but I had to 
mask it with a confident face.” There was no 
need for her to be nervous, because after 
viewing her work, they told her they loved 
her enthusiasm and the way she experiment- 
ed with different media. Her portfolio was 
accepted right on the spot, and the only step 
left was to accept her application. 

Hersey is now in her junior year at 
Montserrat. Last year, she declared her major 
as book arts, which teaches her letterpress 
printing, book binding and creating artist 
books. She is also taking courses in photog- 
raphy and painting with the open slots in her 
schedule. She has an internship at Imposition 
Press on Montserrat’s campus. In the intern- 


ship she makes monthly posters for The 
Improbable Places Poetry Tour, and various 
jobs that the school requests of her. 

“Artist books are kind of hard to explain; 
you really just have to see a bunch of them to 
truly understand.” The term covers a very 
broad category. There can be single edition 
artist books called “Uniques,” or large print- 
ed editions. Just because it is called an artist 
book does not mean that it needs to look like 
a traditional book. The books can contain any 
material the artist wants. Artist’s books began 
when artists wanted everyday people to be 
able to afford their art. It was a cheaper way 
to afford a piece of artwork. “I think that is 
what really interested me in it. I love that 
everyday people can afford small edition 
prints, and they can be easily transported and 
hand held,” Hersey explained. “I like that 
people hold the pieces rather than stand back 
and look at them. It’s much more personal.” 

“Lisa was a member of art honors in both 
her junior and senior year. She was able to 
prepare her portfolio with works from class 
and done independently,” said Florek. “Ms. 
Waters and I are always so proud of the 
accomplishments of our former art honors 
students. Every year, we have several stu- 
dents go to college for art. With former stu-

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Grasping gluten free

Wheat, rye, barley and oats are 
healthy staples of the average American 
diet but 8 percent of the population is 
now shopping for gluten free food. 
These four grains can spell disaster for 
those who have problems with gluten. 

Nancy Dell, registered dietician, 
LDN, CDE, has seen a marked increase 
in the number of patients diagnosed 
with Celiac disease and gluten allergy 
or intolerance in her Feeding Hills prac- 
tice. Andrea Reyes, registered dietician, 
LDN, who works with Dell, said on 
average there is one new gluten-related 
referral each week. 

Patient ages range from teenagers to 
retirees and most have the classic gastroin- 
testinal symptoms plus a few of the many 
related symptoms that include anemia, 
fatigue, joint pain, depression and skin 
rashes. Some patients have no symptoms 
at all, like one young woman who tested 
positive for Celiac disease after her dentist 
noticed abnormalities in her tooth enamel. 

Celiac disease is an autoimmune dis- 
order where ingested gluten damages 
the villi of the small intestine, prevent- 
ing the absorption of important nutri- 
ents. It is often confused with stomach 
ulcers, Crohn's disease, inflammatory 
bowel disease, and irritable bowel syn- 
drome. It takes an average of 11 years 
for a person with Celiac disease to be

properly diagnosed and the only treat- 
ment is a life-long gluten free diet. 

A gluten allergy, similar to a peanut or 
shellfish allergy, can be life-threatening. 
Checking for this allergy requires tests 
and an elimination diet. Those diagnosed 
with gluten intolerance test negatively 
for both Celiac disease and gluten aller- 
gy but improve when an elimination diet 
diminishes gastrointestinal symptoms, 
nasal congestion, headaches and fatigue. 

Dell and Reyes emphasize the posi- 
tive about a gluten free diet with their 
doctor-diagnosed patients. They often 
share grocery shopping tips, recipes, 
and favorite magazines, websites and 
cookbooks. Patients typically have two 
visits at Dell’s office, one for education 
and another for follow-up. During this 
time patients also keep food diaries. 

“We stress naturally eating gluten free 
with unprocessed foods from the out- 
side aisles of the grocery store,” said 
Reyes. “It’s important to keep an eye on 
processed gluten free foods because, 
like their cousins, they have added 
sugar and fats.” 

Dell recently had overheard a woman 
at the gym telling a friend that she was 
now following a gluten free diet because 
it was healthier and becoming popular. 

“People are starting to see gluten-free 
like we previously saw low-fat or sugar- 
free. Gluten-free foods are not neces- 
sarily better or healthier foods,” said 
Dell. “It’s important that people realize

that it is a special diet for people who 
have a certain illness or disorder.” 

Both professionals also realize the 
benefit of listening to the emotional 
concerns that the new diet brings. 

“Tt’s unfortunate that there are no 
local support groups in our area. I feel 
like people think they’re alone when so 
many people have a gluten problem,” 
said Reyes, who is considering a nutri- 
tion specialization in Celiac and gluten- 
related disorders. “My patients feel 
more comfortable once they know my 
family eats gluten-free.” 

Five years ago, Reyes’s husband 
started to feel sick and, after much trial 
and error, she realized a connection 
between hereditary autoimmune issues 
and Celiac disease. They tried a gluten 
free diet after checking with their doctor 
and, in three months, her husband real- 
ized how uncomfortable he had been 
with his digestive problems. He has 
since followed the diet closely for the 
past three years. 

The Reyes family makes a gluten free 
dinner every night. Because it is a 
healthy grain, her children still eat wheat 
but their kitchen is prepped and cleaned 
to reduce the risk of cross-contamina- 
tion. They have become savvy nutrition 
label readers and they always keep 
gluten free brands and ingredients on 
hand. When they go out to eat, they visit 
places where they know the staff under- 
stands and can take care of their needs.

Gluten Free Stuffed Bell Peppers 


Important: If you plan to cook for someone 
with gluten issues, first discuss their needs and 
work together to prepare a meal that is safe for 
them to eat. 

The recipe below is from the gluten free cook- 
ing blog, Sarah in the Kitchen. It is a quick and 
kid-favorite recipe that can be made with beef, 
ground turkey or without for vegetarians. As 
always, check all labels and spices for possible 
gluten-related ingredients. 


6 medium bell peppers 

1/2 pound lean ground beef 

2 cups tomato sauce 

3 cups cooked rice 

1 small onion, finely chopped. 
1/2 tsp dried oregano 

1/2 tsp dried thyme 

1/2 tsp salt 

1/2 tsp ground black pepper 

1 garlic clove, minced 


1. Halve each pepper width-wise. Remove 
seeds. Place tops and bottoms on plate and cook 
covered in microwave for 5 minutes. Remove and 
cool. 

2. Coat 13x9-inch glass baking dish with cook- 
ing spray and set aside. Place rack in the middle of 
the oven and preheat to 375 degrees F. 

3. In a skillet, cook ground beef over medium- 
high heat for 5 minutes or until browned. Stir in 1 
cup of tomato sauce, cooked rice, onion and 
spices. Spoon the mixture into the peppers. Add 
tops. Leftover mixture can be frozen for a quick 
lunch. 

4. Bake, uncovered, for 20 minutes or until the 
sauce starts to bubble. Heat the remaining cup of 
tomato sauce over medium heat for 5 minutes and 
drizzle over the stuffed peppers.

The Falcons (23-23-1-3) lost a key 
game at rival Providence, 2-1, on 
Friday night, but bounced back at 
Bridgeport, 4-1, on Saturday night. 

The Falcons came out and played a 
strong first period outshooting 
Providence 13-3 in the opening 20 
minutes, but Lane MacDermid gave 
the Bruins a 1-0 lead at 8:28 of the 
opening frame. 

There were a pair of fights in the 
first period just 4 seconds apart with 
Springfield’s Kevin Harvey and 
Providence’s Matt Bartkowski drop- 
ping the gloves followed by 
Springfield’s Nick Tarnasky and 
Providence’s Nathan Mclver. 

In the second period, the Falcons 
tied the score at 1-1 when Tomas 
Kubalik converted on the power play, 
but Providence regained their lead at 
2-1 when Brian McGrattan took 
advantage of a 2-on-1 rush and scored 
his second goal of the year at 17:58 of 
the middle frame. 

In the third period, the Falcons had 
multiple chances to find the equalizer 
as Harvey appeared to have scored, 
but it was ruled the official had blown 
the whistle.

mitted to her in writing. That request from 
Czajkowski prompted a response from 
Mineo, who tried to clear the air at 
Monday’s city council meeting. 

Mineo said the issue over the communica- 
tion is over with and he does not have an 
issue with Czajkowski. 

“T am looking forward to meeting with her 
and working with her in the upcoming budg- 
et process,” said Mineo. 

He, along with other councilors, wanted to 
look into the cell phone issue after learning 
there was a $30,000 line item for cell 
phones. 

Mineo said he reviewed a list of school 
employees, which does include some sup- 
port staff to administrators. 

“Some of these cell phones I don’t agree 
with,” said Mineo. “There are people on this 
list that do not need cell phones.” 
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Council Vice President Robert Rossi 
agreed with Mineo, and wants to look at who 
has phones during the upcoming budget 
process. He added the line item was not visi- 
ble in the budget he reviewed last year. 

“Tf I had known this was on the budget, I 
definitely would have questioned it,” said 
Rossi. “Why is it necessary for school 
employees to have cell phones to be calling 
people after hours? It opens up some gen- 
uine concerns.” 

Rossi said he hopes the school department 
will be displaying more transparency in their 
budget line items during the upcoming budg- 
et season. 

Councilor Gina Letellier asked for con- 
tracts to be reviewed to see if the school dis- 
trict is obligated to supply phones to certain 
employees. 

Mineo said contracts were never men- 
tioned as a reason for the phones during his 
inquiries.
